Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The figures disclosed in the declaration do not 
distinctly distinguish between each other besides figure e which depicted a chamfered edge which is different from the smooth edge 
shown in figure f, however applicant claimed a "molding free face" not edge. Furthermore, it is unclear from the figures the difference 
between the outer face of a molded glass substrate that is chamfered and a smooth rounded edge of the outer surface of a molding free 
face. Applicant also defines a molding free face in the specifciation page 4 is a smooth surface. The prior art teaches the glass substrate 
being polished and comprisng the same surface roughness, waviness, maximum heigh Ry desired by the applicant, therefore, the prior art 
teaches the same smooth surface desired by the applicant. Also, applicant argues that a molding free face is defined as a surface that is 
smooth due to not being formed with a mold in the declaration submitted on December 30, 2005, the prior art does not use a mold to form 
the smooth surface therefore discloses a molding -free face. 

Also, as discussed in the previously action, a "molding free face" is considered as a product by process limitation. The patentability of the 
product does not depend on its method of production. In view of the foregoing, when all of the evidence is considered, the totality of the 
rebuttal evidence of nonobviousness fails to outweigh the evidence of obviousness.. 
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
